Author Alan Paton, 
tireless critic of 
apartheid, dies at 85 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) -- Alan 
Paton, South Africa's best-known 
author and for years ἃ leading voice 
against apartheid, died yesterday of 
throat cancer. He was 85 

Paton’s first novel, Cry, the Be- 
loved Country, is stil] widely regard- 
ed as the most compelling account 
of the evils of South Africa's policy 
of racial segregation. It outsold ev- 
ery book in South Africa except the 
Bible. : 

Paton wrote only four works of 
fiction, but he spent decades writing 
articles, speaking and campaigning 
against South Africa's racial policy. 

He vowed to keep silent after the 
1968 banning of the multi-racial Lib- 
eral Party he helped found, but he 
began speaking out publicly again in 
the early 1980s. 

Though a tireless critic of apart- 
heid, Paton repudiated the views of 
militant opponents of the govern- 
ment. 

The third and final part of Paton’s 
autobiography, Towards the Moun- 
iain, is due to be published this 
month.

Dalai Lama and astronomer Carl Sagan 
address Oxford meet on human survival

OXFORD - His Holiness the Dalai 
Lama of Tibet and American as- 
tronomer Carl Sagan yesterday pre- 
sented two very different recipes for 
ensuring the continuation of the hu- 
man race, in addresses to the first 
Global Conference of Spiritual and 
Parliamentary Leaders on Human 
Survival taking place here. 

The Dalai Lama, Tenzin Gyatso, 
asserted that without the “universal 
religion of love and kindness, the 
world cannot survive,” and he urged 
the upholders of all religious tradi- 
tions to promote their moral values 
to help society as a whole. 

His address was disrupted to- 
wards the end by British nurses’ 
leader Patrick Duffy, who urged the 
conference participants to look at 
problems closer to home, such as 
the plane of Britain's national 

service. As he was being es- 
corted from the hall, Duffy threw a 
batch of leaflets to the ground, and 
exited with a call for Britain's troops 
to get out of Norther Ireland. 

But it was Sagan's chilling de- 
scription of the damage perpetrated 
daily to the planet that captured the 
most attention. 

The American-Jewish astronomer 
said that the burning of fossil fuels 
had so upset the earth's atmospheric 


balance that by the middle οἱ the 
next century, “the earth's average 
surface temperature will have been 
raised by several degrees centi- 
grade™ — producing larger local fluc- 
tuations that could reduce the 
American mid-west and Soviet 
Ukraine to “something approaching 
scrub desert.” 

The ozone layer protecting the 
earth from the sun’s ultra-violet rays 
was being eroded to such a degree 
that the danger of skin cancer was 
growing and the workings of man’s 
food chain were under threat, he 
added. All nations had to collabo- 
rate in finding alternatives to fuel 
and to the ozone-layer-damaging 
chlorofluorocarbons. 

As for the nuclear threat, said 
Sagan, “the U.S. and Soviet Union 
have booby-trapped the planet with 
their vast. obscene arsenals.” 

He compared the superpowers to 
“two implacable enemies locked in a 
gasoline-filled room. One has 
12,000 wooden matches. the other 
11,000, and they're both seeking 
more matches to make themselves 
more safe.” 

Sagan urged world leaders, in- 
stead of spending more money on 
nuclear weapons, to use it to allevi- 
ate hunger, disease and illiteracy. 
The five-day conference has 
brought some 100 religious leaders — 


including representatives of African 
religions, Jainism. Shinto, native 
American and the five major reli- 
gions — together with a similar num- 
ber of politicians. with the aim of 
starting a dialogue to find solutions 
to the threats to survival of life on 
earth. 

Israeli participants here have so 
for been frustrated by speakers’ fail- 
ure to deal with specific issues. 

Rabbi Adin Steinsaltz, a member 
of the conference steering commit- 
tee. said he was “disappointed by 
the lack of specifics." but added that 
such conferences “are almost 
geared to produce no results.” But 
chance meetings in the corridors 
might lead to some practical action. 


Citizens Rights Movement leader 
Shulamit Aloni, the only Israeli MK 
invited there, was disappointed at 
scant French, German and Scandi- 
navian representation, and ἔξαγε 
that the U.S., UK and Japan wen 
trying to corner the market on glob- 
al concerns.

‘If a person sells his 
soul to the devil...

When Professor Yisrael Shahak was a 10-year-old in the Warsaw 
Ghetto, adults often warned him to be even more careful of Jewish 
policemen than of the Ukranians, Latvians or even SS men. 

“I’m not saying that as an anti-Semitic statement,” the Hebrew 
University chemist and well-known far-left political activist tokl a 
memorial session to mark the 45th anniversary of the Warsaw Ghetto 
revolt held at Beit Tavori in Tel Aviv on Monday evening. “I’m simply 
trying to make the point that if ἃ person sells his soul to the devil, it 
doesn’t matter whether he’s Jewish or Gentile, the result is the same.” 

Similarly, he said, the worst Nazi monster could occasionally soften 
and act like a gentleman, “When my mother and I were put on the 
train, a Nazi officer counted us and wanted to send my mother out of 


the carriage because she was one too many. 


“She was afraid of being separated from me, though, and decided to 
try talking to him in her cultured German," recalled Shahak. «Εἰς 
seemed to melt before my eyes; he even called her ‘madam’ and clicked 
his heels as he said yes’ to her request to remain with me. Then, in a 
second, he was back to being the Nazi, cracking his horsewhip.

Ex-generals hold their pow-wow 


An annual reunion of former defence minis- 

ters and chiefs of general staff should be a sweet 
_ combination of socializing and comparing pro- 
fessional notes. 

But in Israel, since all the living fofmer chiefs 
of general staff and defence ministers except 
one -- Zvi Tzur, who was chief of staff in the 
early "60s -- are involved in politics, it isn't 
exactly socially delightful. 

Particularly not this week, with the situation 
in the territories at one of its many turning 
points, the army under pressure, the Jordanians 
serious enough to be talking about border 
changes (even if their current starting position is 
about as flexible as Yuval Ne’eman's}, and Gor- 
bachev starting to pressure Arafat the way the 
Reagan administration has not pressured Sha- 
mir — or for that matter, Begin before him. 

In short, and as usual at any convocation of 
the political defence establishment, there was a

Gaddafi changes image

MUAMMAR GADDAFI is per- 
mitting some long-awaited, though 

all, steps to improve Libya's 
economy and is also calling for 
greater personal liberty. 

Meanwhile, two years after 8 U.S. 
bombing raid shocked the nation, 
the Libyan government has report- 
edly indicated it wants to maintain 
channels of communication to 
Washington. 

“And it’s true that Reagan can’t 
become president again?” asked a 
Libyan military man, confident that 
life is looking up for his 
countrymen. 

For the U.S. president, Gaddafi 
has long been the “mad dog of the 
Middle East" and a sponsor of ter- 
rorism, including 1985 attacks on 
airports in Rome and Vienna. Gad- 
dafi has denounced Reagan as the 
“Israeli dog” in the “black house,” 
the villain behind the April 15, 1986, 
bombing, which Libyans say killed 
the colonel's baby daughter and 36 
other people. 

Such rhetoric, and incidents of vi- 
olence between the two countries, 
has drawn worldwide attention. But 
within Libya, it has served largely to 
distract attention from an economy 
badly needing direction, especially 
after the falling oil prices of recent 
years had flattened Libya's plump 
cushion of petroleum income. The 
global theatre also overshadowed 
the growing demands of Libyan 
consumers. 

Now Gaddafi seems bent on en- 
suring his popularity by improving 
life for his more than 3.5 million 
countrymen in the North African 
nation. There is a new emphasis on

But the Iranian authorities are also prepared for a 
total ban on their pilgrims. A religious edict issued 
earlier this year on behalf of Iranian leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini said that the government was entitled under 
certain exceptional circumstances to cancel the haj.. 

Plans have been made to send prospective pilgrims 
instead to the shrine of Saida Zeinab in Damascus. 
Although visiting the Damascus site is in no way 
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on all purchases over 


comparable to the Mecca pilgrimage. which is a sacred 


duty for all Moslems, such a step would provide valu-, 


able propaganda for the Lranians. 

The Saudis are anxious to avoid a repetition of last 
year's Mecca riots, in which more than 400 Iranians 
were killed and hundreds injured. 

At least'one member of the Saudi royal family has 
since been in favour of teaching Iran a lesson by 
banning Iranian pilgrims from Mecet this vear, but he 
was overruled. 

The dilemma that the Saudi rei face is how to 
maintain their contro! over the holy cities of Mecca 
and Medina without compromising the sovereignty of 
the kingdom. The political legitimacy of the Saudi 
royal family is intertwined with its status as a defender 
of Islam and its commitment to safeguard the holy 
Cities, to which access is guaranteed to all Moslems. 

Immediately after the Mecca riots, Iran launched 2 
worldwide campaign to bring Mecca and Medina un- 
der international control. Although other Moslem 
countries rallied behind Saudi Arabia, Iran says it stil! 
does not accept Saudi sovereignty over the holy cities. 

In the run up to this-year's pilgrimage. the Saudi 
government has tried -- without success -- to extract 
promises of order from Iran. Earlier this month, the 
Saudi Council of Ministers warned that it would not 
allow Iran to violate the sanctity of the event. In 2 
statement, the council said, “Those who perform the 
pilgrimage without wantonness, obscenity or argu- 
ment will be welcomed. Others should know that 
Saudi Arabia has made preparations for every contin- 
gency and will not permit actions that contravene the 
Sanctity of the pilgrimage.”

Blunt died in 1983, but the scan- 
dal continues to shake the intelli- 
gence establishment. There are alle- 
gations that the late Sir Roger 
Hollis, director of the MIS intel 
gence service from 1956 to 1965, 
also worked for the KBG,

have. gone too far. 

“These treacheries marked the 
end of a certain idea which the Brit- 
ish upper classes once entertained of 
themselves.

“But we already have 
seen an increase in recent weeks, 
and we believe we will have good 
numbers between now and the end 
of the programme as people realize 
time is getting short.” 

In other nations where similar 
amnesty programs have been of- 
fered. 10 percent of all applications 
came on the last day, King said. 

“If that happens, we're going to 
be out there with mail bags accept- 
ing applications until 11:59 p.m..

Israeli conflict” and some of which 
he characterized as “communal 
Arab-Jewish violence” which had 
existed in “pre-State days." 

Pickering criticized some Israelis 
who think that they can “wish away 
the problem” with “unrealistic solu- 
tions such as the transfer proposal.” 

Without alluding to anyone by 
name, Pickering also chided Israelis 
who object to the international con- 
ference as proposed by U.S. Secre- . 
tary of State George Shultz. He said 
that he was “surprised that there are 
people in Israel who haven't ab- 
sorbed the fact" that the conference 
was only meant to serve as a gate- 
way to direct negotiations. 

“Some of our friends in Israel per- 
sist in misunderstanding our ap- 
proach. in thinking that Washington 
is Moscow.” said Pickering. The 
American-proposed conference, uo- 
like the one championed by Mos- 
cow. would not negotiate instead of 
the sides themslves, 

Pickering appeared to dismiss re- 
ports of a “hardening in Jordan's 
position in the wake of recent Jorda- 
nian statements. He said one must 
“read very carefully the totality” of 
statements emanating from Am- 
man. some of which indicate “ad- 
vances” while others show rougher 
Jordanian attitudes. 

Shuitz., he said, was “very careful 
not to characterize” the Jordanian 
statements as ἃ hardening stance. 
The secretary's impressions from his 
talks with King Hussein were “quite 
favourable -- and he has no reason to 
ne his assessment, Pickering 
said, 

The Soviets, said Pickering, have 
“indicated that they may have some- 
thing to contribute™ to the peace 
Process. and they may thus be de- 
parting from their previous practice 
of “wanting to be a lawyer for the 
most radical Arab views." 

The agreement on withdrawal of 
Soviet forces from Afghanistan, due 
to be signed in Geneva this week, Ὁ 
may constitute a “major tuming 
point” in the relations between the 
Soviet Union and the Middle East, 
the ambassador said. 

Pickering spoke of the deep-lying 
friendship between Israel and the 
U.S., but at the same time alluded 
to the “fairly heavy pressure" which 
is being exerted on the entire Amer- 
ican foreign assistance programme, 
which has been cut in recent years 
from $23 billion to $14 billion. 

Israel should make its best efforts 
to “stand as far as it can" from 
dependence on U.S. aid, Pickering 
said, reiterating the U.S. view that 
the economy here should undergo 
more privatization, reform of the 
capital market and tax systems, 2 
streamlining of the bureaucracy, 
and a curtailment of public employ- 
ees,

HEADWAY in pushing his peace plan had been made in 
inches, the U.S. secretary of state is reported to have said 
before departing from Amman last Friday. A close reading of 
the several interviews granted since then by Jordan’s prime 
minister, Zaid Rifai, to the official Jordan Times and to the AP 
and Reuter news agencies suggests some reasons for the snail’s 


pace of progress in 


getting Arab-Israel negotiations under way, 


on the lines proposed by George Shultz. 

But it also brings out a reason for believing that all hope is 
not yet lost. Apparently it all depends on which audience Mr. 
Rifai is assumed to be addressing at every turn. 

On the one hand the Jordanian premier appears to foreclose 
any opportunity for negotiations with any Israeli government 
whatever. Jordan, says he, adheres to “universally accepted 
principles” for launching peace negotiations within the frame- 
work of a UN-convened conference; but the principles them- 
selves are “non-negotiable.” They include Israel’s withdrawal 
from all the occupied territories, which matter will, however, 
in recognition of the Palestinians’ right to self-determination, 
have to be discussed not with Jordan but with the PLO. 

This is rather odd. For if the Kingdom of Jordan is willing to 
pass on whatever sovereign rights it may have acquired west of 
the Jordan river to the PLO, to be exercised in a manner of the 
PLO’s own choice, what business does it have “negotiating” 
terms for the disposition of the areas ? Let the PLO do this. if 


it can. 


But can it ? That may in fact be the barbed question implied 
in Mr, Rifai's rehearsal of the standard Arab position on peace 


with Israel. 


The audience the Jordanian premier seems to be addressing 
is more likely to be Arab, notably Palestinian, than American 
or Israeli. And the idea he appears to be trying to convey is 
that not only Jordan's own but the Palestinian and the general 
Arab interest demands accommodation to, not rejection of,

iption for a non-coercive peace conference, 


Israel's withdrawal from most but not all territories, and a 
Jordanian-Palestinian association but not a Palestinian state. 

On this reading, what Mr. Rifai is proclaiming is not the end 
but the inevitability of what in this country has been dubbed 


“the Jordanian option.” 


Nothing else, surely, will account for the political unortho- 
doxies, in standard Arab terms, with which the premier pep- 
pers his statements. The international conference he, namely 


his 


king, envisages is not a mere “photo opportunity” for the 


launching of negotiations, but neither is it a means of imposing 
solutions. Most interesting is Mr. Rifai's sudden rediscovery, 
in the Jordan Times interview, of what Jordanian officials have 
come tacitly to deny since June 1967: that Jordan's pre-Six Day 
War cross-Jordan “border” with Israel consisted of armistice 
lines, which ‘tare not considered permanent.” 

Plainly, no “territorial compromise” for him. But Mr. Rifai 


does 


allow for “some modifications on this (armis- 


tice) line to tackle the question of Israel's security require- 
ments when the line is made a permanent border.” 

To be sure, if Jordan is denied its direct Palestinian role, it 
will readily confine itself to negotiating some minor territorial 
claims it has on Israel, according to a report on Radio Monte 
Carlo attributed to an unnamed Jordanian source. No such 
claim has been transmitted to Jerusalem, and the report may 
be bogus. Its message, however, seems plain enough: unless it 
is completely ousted from its direct Palestinian role, Jordan is

‘Absorption more important than immigration’ 


Fiddling with aliya

THE BOARD of Governors of the 
Jewish Agency decided in February 
to adopt the main recommendation 
of the Katz Report on the Aliya and 
Absorption Department, which 
calis for the transfer of basic services 
for immigrant absorption to the av 
ernment. From my perspective, 
believe that this decsion wilt not 
solve our persistent problem of fail- 
ing to provide decent absorption 
Services, 

Since the establishment of the 
state, the government and the 
Agency have tried to solve the many 
probiems that have arisen concern- 
ing immigrant absorption by period- 
ically redefining their respective re- 
sponsibilities in this area. This 
occurred several times in the early 
1950s and again in 1968 when wide- 
spread dissatisfaction with the 
Agency Absorption Department led 
the government to set up the Minis- 
try of Immigrant Absorption. 

During the 1970s, the situation 
did not improve and mounting pub- 
lic criticism Jed to yet another re- 
examination: In 1976, then prime 
mininster Yitzhak Rabin and I ap- 
pointed a commission headed by 
Aluf (res.) Amos Horev to study the 
entire aliya and absorption system. 

1 believe that the recommenda- 
tions of the Horev Commission are 
still the best solution to the prob- 
lems at hand. This body called for 
the establishment of a statutory au- 
thority for aliya and absorption, run 
jointly by the government and the 
Agency and subject to review by the 
Knesset. Both the Agency Aliya and 
Absorption Department. and the 
Ministry of Absorption would be 
abolished under this plan. 

The latest plan for restructuring, 
aliya and absorption services was 
prepared last year by a team of ex- 
perts headed by Dr. Israel Katz, the 
director of the Centre for Social Pol- 
icy Studies in Israel. The Katz Re- 
port stressed the principle that gov- 
ernment should be responsible for 
providing basic absorption services, 


just as it provides services to any 
other group of citizens. 

Bot the authors of the report also 
realized that there is a difference 
between immigration to other coun- 
tries and aliya to Israel, and that this 
difference requires that aliya be left 
in the hands of the Jewish Agency. 
The report aiso mentioned a ‘num- 
ber of supplementary absorption 
services that could be carried out by 
the Agency, so that the department 
would continue to operate in -this 


THE CHANGES over the years in 
the division of labour between τς 
government and the Agency in the 
area of absorption were prompted in 
part by coalitionary or internal party 
considerations. But mainly they re- 
flected the objective probleais faced 
by people trying to adjust to life in 
a new country. 

It is arnazing that while our farm- 
ers are well-equipped with the pro-
